1969 produced an unexpected - and surprising - 30% increase 
in expenses related to required or requested duty. In planning our 
budget we had anticipated 10%. Although it seems likely that this 
portion of the budget will grow each year, we hope that the Depart- 
ment has now completed a period of readjustment and that future 
yearly increases in this category will be smaller, We plan for a 
16% increase in this type of duty for this year and hope that this will 
prove an overestimate. As a result of this unexpected expense and in 
order to stay within our allotted funds we had to cut back on what we 
had planned for routine patrol work, As it was we still overspent our 
operating budget by almost $200.00. 

This deficit was financed by drawing upon the fund established 
for the flashing school crossing light. Because the State reversed 
itself and erected this light at no expense to the Town we were spared 
this estimated $275.00 bill. Although it had originally been planned 
to operate this light only during school hours, it was later decided 
to leave the light on all night in an effort to awaken sleeping north- 
bound motorists before entering the curve. Since then there has been 
one reported accident at this location - a skidding accident on very 
slippery going. There have been no complaints from people disturbed 
by the flashing light at night. 

Most of the increase in this year's budget is due to a wage 
boost from $1.65 to $2.50 an hour causing a total wage increase of 
about $900.00. Considering the total amount of time the work re- 
quires and the frequently inconvenient and unpredictable hours, a 
lesser amount seems unrealistic. In 1970 we hope to be able to per- 
form a full 225 hours of patrol work which is what we had planned for 
last year but which was cut back to about 175 hours. 

This year and each year hereafter the Department plans to 
deposit an amount into the Police Reserve to be used for training 
purposes. The day is past when a man could be given a badge and a 
stick and told he was a police officer. This practice is unfair to both 
the officer and to the community whose expectations are not likely to 
be fulfilled by such an "instant police officer.'' Although good common 
sense must still be the basis of law enforcement the route an officer 
must follow is very narrowly defined, frequently winding and some- 
times booby-trapped with technicalities, This has become more so in 
recent years and it seems the trend will continue. 

The Federal Government has made funds available to local 
departments for use in training officers to better cope with these and 
all facets of law enforcement. We hope to send one man to the State 
Police Academy this year to take the complete five-week course 
required of all trooper trainees and most professional police in New 
Hampshire. The State will provide, at no cost, tuition, materials 
and room and board and the Federal Government will pay 75% of all 
other expenses involved. Not counting the State's share, the expected 
total cost of our program this year will be about $700.00 with the 
Town's portion being only about $180.00 of this. This $180.00 is to 
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come from the Police Reserve Fund; should this training program, 
for some reason, not be implemented this year these funds will re- 
main reserved for future similar programs if and when they become.

We regret that Leon Waterbury recently resigned after nearly 
six years with the Department, one of these as Chief. Current mem- 
bers are Anthony Ryan and Constable Herbert Perkins. Clifton Valley 
is a special officer available for duty only on those occasions when 
he is called upon by one of the regular police officers.

The total circulation figure above for books and magazines is 
the largest recorded in the history of Lyme Town Library. It repre- 
sents an overall increase of 15% over last year's figure. Particularly 
impressive is the record of the Lyme Center Library, where through 
the efforts of Miss Gladys Gaylord and Mrs, Alice Cutting, the kinder- 
garten makes a weekly visit, new readers have been encouraged to use 
the library, and the circulation has nearly tripled. 

To accommodate the Library's growing collection of records, 
consisting of generous yearly donations from Columbia and R.C.A, 
and gifts from local patrons, a new record cabinet designed by Mrs. 
Lee Martz and built by Allen Cole was installed last fall. Proof of the 
popularity of the service is the recorded circulation of 336 records. 

From funds donated by the family and friends of Addie Hewes, 
a Dartmouth Mantle Clock has been purchased and now stands on the 
mantle over the fireplace in the library. Earlier, several books on 
quilting and needlework were purchased from this fund.

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LYME HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


During 1969, the first full year of operation, the Lyme Home 
Health Agency provided increased health services to all residents of 
Lyme. 


In addition to the regular home nursing and physical therapy 
programs, the cost of which was mostly carried by Medicare, a 
special pilot grant of $1,250 from the State enabled us to visit all 
newborn babies and their mothers, others who might need help with 
their health problems, run more clinics for children, and pay our 
nurse while she took further training courses and attended valuable 
state conferences. 


The nurse made 610 visits to 105 patients during 1969, of 
which 19 were under Medicare. Five clinics were held: 4 immuniza- 
tion, and 1 sight and hearing screening. In addition, the nurse attended 
30 professional or informational meetings, occasionally being accom- 
panied by members of the committee. She averaged fifteen to twenty 
hours a week, 


All agencies in the state have to be certified to be reimbursed 
under Medicare. The recertification team that inspected us early in 
the fall had nothing but high praise for our agency. In particular, our 
nurse, Mrs. Roger Jenks, was cited for being outstanding in her at- 
titudes, abilities, and willingness to learn new techniques and theories. 


In order to,maintain the same standards of service, this year 
the Agency is requesting $1,500.00 more than last year from the town 
as expenses are rising, extra money may not be forthcoming from the 
State, and income from Medicare will be greatly reduced as reimburse- 
ment will be on a charge rather than a cost basis. To help in this 
situation the fee has been raised to $4.00 per visit. 


The office is open Tuesdays and Thursdays, 9:00 - 12:00. For 
requests for service Mrs. Jenks may also be called early any morn- 
ing at her home,

Annual Report for 1969 


The Recreation Committee has attempted to effectively per- 
form its prescribed functions throughout 1969 and feels it achieved at 
least a fair’'degree of success, 

The 1969 Ford Sayre Ski Program enrolled 77 youngsters with 
15 volunteer instructors in the regular downhill classes, Ten partici- 
pated in the touring class led by Ford Daley and Larry Dingman. 

Arrangements were made for four summer band concerts, 
However, the Committee, noting the increased prices for the bands 
and declining attendance, doubts the advisability of continuing this 
program. Though it is willing to continue making these arrangements, 
the Committee feels that the money might be spent in an area which 
would benefit a larger segment of the community. An expression of 
your opinion would be welcomed. 

Chase Beach maintained its usual program of instruction and 
recreational swimming. From mid-June to Labor Day there were 
life guards on duty each day until 6 P.M. Thanks are due to David 
Dennis for locking the gate each night at 10 o'clock. This year, for 
the first time, an attempt was made to charge non-residents for the 
use of the beach, and, though it was not entirely effective, approxi- 
mately ninety dollars was collected, Enrollment in the swimming 
classes was down somewhat from the previous year, due mainly to 
the reinstatement of the policy of accepting no children younger than 
those entering the first grade. Instruction was very capably provided 
by the Misses Karin Robbins and Judy Pond. 

Again last summer the heavy rains produced high water, 
flooding and erosion at the beach and parking area. It was disappoint- 
ing that the proposed flood control project for Trout Brook could not 
be completed in 1969. However, by the end of the year, agreements 
had been completed between all local parties involved and the North 
Country Resource Conservation and Development Project, which will 
finance and supervise the work. The project has been approved, funds 
have been allocated for it, and the contract for the work has been 
awarded. Work will begin in the Spring as soon as conditions permit 
and should be completed before the summer program starts. This 
project will allow further development of the area, including the 
proposed baseball field. | 

The thanks of the Committee are extended to all those who 
supported our programs throughout the year.

To see if the School District will vote to pay the ad- 
ditional tuition above the state average tuition for students attending 
an approved high school in New Hampshire or Vermont where the 
tuition is higher than the state average tuition. (The School Board 
recommends a vote against this article. ) 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the School District will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of schools, for the pay- 
ment of salaries for school district officials and agents and for the 
payment of statutory obligations of the District. 


Article 5. To see if the School District will elect seven persons 
to form a planning committee to advise the School Board with respect 
to the future educational program and facilities of the Lyme School 
District, and to assist the School Board in preparing a report upon the 
committee's work for the next Annual School District Meeting. 


Article 6. To choose Agents or Committees in relation to any 
subjects embraced in this Warrant and fix their salaries, 


Article 7. To see if the School District will authorize the 
School Board to apply for and accept grants and aid from the United 
States, the State of New Hampshire, other states, and any agency or 
municipality thereof, or from private corporations and individuals for

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merORT OF “THE EY MEt*SC HOD LicB'OARD 


A new program of studies for grades 5 through 8 was introduced 
in the Lyme School this last year. Developed after a summer of hard 
work by the staff in these grades, this program encourages students 
to work and learn on their own, provides the teachers with opportun- 
ities for working with smaller groups of students, and permits the 
introduction of subjects previously not taught in the Lyme School such 
as Home Economics, Woodworking and French. As in any new curri- 
culum, there are some problems which require continued efforts on 
the part of all concerned. Despite these, the initial impression is 
that it is succeeding in motivating the students. The availability of 
volunteer teacher's aides has allowed the elective courses to be given 
at little additional cost to the town, 


It is clear that serious thought must be given to a program of 
planning for the Lyme School. The new State Minimum Standards for 
Elementary Education will require that Lyme offer capabilities which 
we presently do not have and which will be difficult or impossible for 
Lyme to support unless Lyme can work out cooperative arrangements 
with other school districts. For instance, the State Minimum Stan- 
dards insist thatformal courses in Home Economics and Shop as well 
as counseling, etc. be provided. These and other challenges to the 
school district have made it advisable for the board to recommend the 
formation of a school district planning committee which will look at 
the Lyme School from the standpoint of the program, the physical 
plant, and economics, | 


The school, with the co-operation of the trustees of the library, 
has made increasing use of the town library. The students now spend 
a considerable period of time in the library. With the further develop- 
ment of this program we hope to be able to meet the Minimum Stan- 
dards requirements in respect to libraries, 


The town is indeed blessed that so many public-spirited individu- 
als have contributed long hours to the school, Without this effort, 


many important parts of the school program would have been impossible, 


This year, a number of repairs, improvements and a certain 
amount of redecoration has been undertaken which makes the school 
a more attractive place in which to learn, All of you who attend in 
the Gym the annual meeting will be impressed with the bright new 
paint resulting from Clyde Grant's efforts this last summer,
